(4) For the 
sake of the Church itself, which 
needs his moral and material sup­ 
port. Plan to go lo church regu­ 
larly and read your Bible daily.

o f pa y ments deficit recently , a nd sev en o f nine 
a id-receiv ing na tio ns v eto ed the pla n. 
The U. S. ha s a ccumula ted sto ckpiles o f sev ­ 
era l fo reig n currencies, thro ug h sa le o f fa rm 
surpluses. 
These currencies a re used to pa y 
lo ca l emba ssy co sts, fo r lo a ns to America n busi­ 
nesses, a nd fo r lo a ns to the fo reig n co untry 
itself. The mo ney still piles up, ho wev er. 
So Wa shing to n a sked permissio n to sell 
a 
bit o f the currencies to ^America n to urists fo r 
do lla rs. Buy ing the 
mo ney here 
instea d o f 
a bro a d wo uld keep mo re do lla rs in the United 
Sta tes. 
The request wa s refused by Burma , India , 
Indo nesia , Isra el. Pa kista n, Po la nd a nd Yug o ­ 
sla v ia . Only Sy ria a nd Eg y pt a g reed. 
The a mo unt o f mo ney inv o lv ed is trifling , 
by g o v ernmenta l sta nda rds. But the principa l 
is ba sic a nd impo rta nt. Beca use U. S. a id ha s 
been fo rthco ming with unfa iling reg ula rity , the 
receiv ing na tio ns ha v e to o o ften lo o ked upo n it 
a s their due. 
So meho w they must be sho wn tha t a id is 
po ssible o nly if the receiv ing na tio ns co o pera te 
a nd do their pa rt to lig hten the burden. They 
must do so mething mo re tha n sta nd there with 
their ha nds o ut.

Rapidly the Western World is moving toward inevit­ 
able war 
If not over Cuba and British Guiana, it ctnild 
be over Thailand and Laos; if not over a possible Red 
.Mgeria, it could be over Pakistan or Kashmir; if not 
over India, it could be over Berlin. It could be over 
the decision to biing to an end the frightful cost of 
the preparation for war. 
In a word, one smelLs blood in the air aiid sees 
^**Ved in the skies and with whatever facilities and 
~know ledge, one looks for a means of peace. This much 
ha.s already been discovered: 
first, appeasement of 
Soviet Russia is useless; it only leads to new situations. 
Secondly, the new situations develop as ethnic groups 
emerge to freedom. For instance, the .\rab emergence, 
or the Laiin-.\merican emergence or the Negro emerg­ 
ence cannot be ignored in the formulation of a foreign 
policy. 


W> fa ce immedia tely the impera tiv e to a ns wer 
ques tions which ha v e t>een pos tponed for a century . 
They a re pos tpona ble no longer. We ma y . a s I do. 
Eo ba ck to the pre-Wils onla n da y s of co-opera tiv e 
(s oia tion, hut tha t is now impos s ible. W'e a re ma r­ 
ried to a %ery ugly crea ture ca lled interna tiona lis m 
from which we ca nnot free ours elv es without wa r. 


The .sorry but brave demonstrators in the Red 
.Sr^uare m Moscow, here represented by the Sane 
Nuclear Policy group, are whistling in the wind because 
unless there is total nuclear disarmament under United

inspection,

developments will continue. .Nuclear inspection cannot 
fake place hy remote instrumentation as it must be 
assumed that such reporting will be countered by new 
devices of deceit. 
Chester Bowles proposes a system of dealing with 
these complex problems under the title of “ maximum 
maneuverability ” 1 shall quote Bowles 
“ The advocates of this approach believe that the 
dividing lines between the Communist world and our 
own shcxild not be considered immutable and un­ 
changing. 
“ Our policies should lie geared to take every advan­ 
tage of the resties.s ferment which ha.s already ereaicd 
changes within thie Communist world, and which is 
bound to create more “ 
Such a policy requires the genius of a Talleyrand 
who fu'st employed it in recent times and of a Dis­ 
raeli who put the diadem of India in the Queen’s crown. 
W'hether President Kennedy or Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk possesses the intellectual flexibility or the 
mental agility to pursue .such a policy, only history 
can tell. Talleyrand saved France with it; Disraeli gave 
Great Britain a century of prosperity with it 
But 
iMctternich could not save the .\ustro-Hungarian F^m- 
pire althcHigh the Congress of Vienna gave F'urope 
nearly a century of peace and order 
Chester Bowles's “ maximum maneuverability" is 
therefore not a new or untried idea 
It has ample his­ 
torical precedence to ju.'-tify ronsideration. 
It is the 
application of pragmatic sanctions to curiTnt .situations 
and this technique has been emplo>ed by the Britu-h 
in their hard march from exploitive colonialism to 
dominion self-government, to indeiiendent .status within 
the British Commonwealth of Nations, to tl>e elimina­ 
tion of the word. Briti.sh. from the title of “ Common­ 
wealth of .Nations.” from Imperial Preference to joining 
the Common .Market.

Phalanx Of Marshals Leads Russian Defense 


WASHINGTON 
Nikita S Khrushchev has ju.st 
claimed an anti-missile missile 
which “ hits a fly in outer space” 
Between this claim and the fortu­ 
nate absence of a missile gap, 
there is a curious link which is 
perhaps worth exploring. 
One must begin at the begin­ 
ning. with the Soviet Defen.se Min­ 
istry. which .Marshal Malinovsky 
has presided over .since the fall 
of Marshall Zhukov. 
It is the 
precise opposite of the Pentagon 
of Robert Mc.Namara, in the sense 
that there is no sign of civilian 
control of any part of this huge 
military machine, except in the 
political department 
The .senior leadership of the De- 
fen.se 
Ministry 
i.s still 
mainly 
composed of a phalanx of mar- 
.shals and generals who led the 
Soviet armies in the last war; for 
the Soviets .seem to have no rulc.s 
about the retirement of senior 
military officers. 
The scientist.s 
are mere appendages. 
Men in 
uniform also occupy every key 
post in the ministry, from Mali­ 
novsky’s post downwards. 
By its very nature, this organ­ 
ization of the Soviet defense effort 
means two things. 
Fir.st of all, 
especially because of the con­ 
tinuing 
predominance of older 
military officers, it must mean a 
high degree of conservatism in 
Soviet defense planning. In parti­ 
cular. any attack on any well dug- 
iii military vested interest must 
always meet with the kind of con­ 
servative military opposition that- 
protected the Polish cavalry, for 
instance, until the Polish horse­ 
men met Hitler's tanks in 1939 
In addition, the scientists, being 
mere appendages, must be quite 
powerle.ss to argue with the mar­ 
shals. 
Even the civilian bos.sc.s 
of the Soviet 
Union, 
including 
Khrushchev himself, must 
find 
argument with the marshals in­ 
ordinately difficult 
Obviously Khru.shchev ran im- 
po.se simple budget ceilings and 
manpower ceilings, as he has 
done, thereby incurring the mar- 
.shals’ open re.sentment 
Rut no 
civilian can ever argue with the 
leaders 
of any military caste 
about the more complex choices 
pre.sented by an evolving military

technnlogv', unless all the papers 
defining these choices al.so pa.s.s 
over the de.sk of the civilian in 
question. Even then, as American 
experience shows, the civilian’s 
role is far from easy.

Second, enormous outlays on 
another kind of missile, the Soviet 
surface-to-air missile,

al­ 
ready planned by the Soviet ,Air 
Defense Command, one of the 
most powerful of all the Soviet 
military vested intere.sts. In addi­ 
tion. a medium-range offensive 
ballistic mi.s.sile, much cheaper 
than ICRMs and capable of threat­ 
ening all of Western Europe, was 
already in prcxluction. 
Third, the youngest child in any 
military family—the new‘ weapon 
that may compete for appropna-

Aided Nations 
Must Cooperate 


Beneficiaries of American foreign aid are 
not making things easy for this country. The 
U. S. tried to make a small dent in the balance 
of payments deficit recently, and seven of nine 
aid-receiving nations vetoed the plan. 
The U. S. has accumulated stockpiles of sev­ 
eral foreign currencies, through sale of farm 
surpluses. 
These currencies are used to pay 
local embassy costs, for loans to American busi­ 
nesses, and for loans to the foreign country 
itself. The money still piles up. however. 
So Washington asked permission to sell a 
bit of the currencies to -American tourists for 
dollars. 
Buying the 
money here 
instead 
of 
abroad would keep more dollars in the United 
States. 
The request was refused by Burma, India, 
Indonesia, Israel, Pakistan, Poland and Yugo­ 
slavia. Only Syria and Egypt agreed. 
The amount of money involved is trifling, 
by governmental standards. 
But the principal 
is basic and important. Because U. S. aid has 
been forthcoming with unfailing regularity, the 
receiving nations have too often looked upon it 
as their due. 
Somehow they must be shown that aid is 
possible only if the receiving nations cooperate 
and do their part to lighten the burden. They 
must do something more than stand there with 
their hands out.

D ean R usk p ossesses the intellectual flexibility or th e 
m en ta l agility to p u rsu e such a policy, only history 
c a n tell. T alley ran d sav ed F r a n c e with it; D israeli gave 
G re a t B ritain a cen tu ry of pro sp erity with 
it. 
But 
M etternich could not sa v e the A ustro-H ungarian E m ­ 
p ire although the C ongress of V ienna 
gave 
E urope 
nearly a c en tu ry of p eace and order. 


C hester B ow les’s " m a x im u m m a n e u v e ra b ility " is 
therefore not a new or untried idea. 
It has am p le h is­ 
torical p reced en ce to justify consideration. 
It is the 
application of p ra g m a tic sanctions to c u rre n t situations 
and this technique h as been em ployed by the British 
in 
their h a rd m a rc h from exploitive colonialism to 
dom inion self-governm ent, to independent s ta tu s within 
the British C o m m onw ealth of Nations, to the e lim in a ­ 
tion of the word, British, from the title of "C o m m o n ­ 
w ealth of N ations," from Im perial P re fe re n c e to joining 
the C om m on M arket. 


Those accom m odations to realism would find 
enormous 
sentimental 
resistance 
in 
the 
United 
States. Nevertheless, Franklin D. Roosevelt took us 
out of the Monroe Doctrine and the Platt Am end­ 
m ents for Cuba with hardly a protest in Congress 
f or among the people. Similarly, what seem s so long 
f a ' ago. Secretary of State Lansing abolished the Open- 
Door Policy for China and substituted for it a doc­ 
trine of propinquity which could have given Japan 
m astery of China had not public opinion in this 
country intervened on other issues.

Md. May Hike 
lot Sizes For 
Septic Tanks 


BALTIMORE (AP> - The .State 
Department of Health is taking 
soundings on increasing the min­ 
imum size of housing lots permit­ 
ted to have their own wells and 
septic tanks. 
The first official reaction % 
adverse. 
Commissioners of Wi­ 
comico and Worcester counties 
have lodged objections. 
Since 1954. the health depart­ 
ment has required that a lot be at. 
least 15.000 square feet to permit 
an individual well or sewage dis­ 
posal facility. 
A committee is proposing that 
permits he granted in develop­ 
ments with 30 or more houses 
only if each lot is at least 40.000 
feet square with a width of at 
least 150 feet. The minimum area 
would be 20.000 feet up to 25 
homes and 25.000 feet up to 49. 
"The primary purpose of th# 
changes we have suggested," said 
W. McLean Bingley. "is to steer 
land developers toward the us# 
of community sewers and away 
from individual septic tanks." 
Bingley is public health engi­ 
neer for the state and was head 
of the committee which drafted 
the changes. After officials and 
builders have filed their reaction, 
Bingley said revisions probably 
will be made and public hearings 
held before a final proposal is 
made to the board of health and 
mental hygiene for action.
